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DETAILED ACTION 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.1 14, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection.

None of the prior art of record discloses or suggests alone or in combination that a liquid 
crystal display device comprising a combination of various elements as claimed more 
specifically a display region being divided into a reflective region and a transmissive region; 
first/second quarter wavelength retardation plate(s) comprising first/second half wavelength 
retardation film(s), wherein a slow axis thereof makes a specific angle of <Di/<D 4 with the 
transmissive axis of the first/second polarizer(s), respectively, and a first/second quarter 
wavelength retardation film(s) wherein a slow axis thereof makes a specific angle of 0 2 /0 3 with 
the transmissive axis of the first/second polarizer(s), respectively; wherein the relation equation 
<D 2 = (2xOi) ± 45 and <D 3 = (2x0 4 ) ± 45 obtain for the reflective region and the transmissive 
region as set forth in claim 1 .
